of the milk and other matters. 


Health Commissioner Dixon is con- 


vinced that much of the disease that 
is spread through polluted milk can 
be avoided by a close supervision over 
the conditions at the dairies and the 
cleanliness of cows, the water supply 
for the cattle, the condition of the 
sui'jie. the cowyard and milkhouse and 
th'_ habits and methods of those who 
Handle the iniiK. He believes that with 
this additional care added to the effi- 
ci°nt work that is being done by the 
state livestock sanitary board in look- 
ing after the health cf cattle and by 
the dairy and food commissioners in 
keeping up the standard quality, the 
mill: furnished by the people in Penn- 
sylvania v.-ij! be far more pure and 
safe.

'My Dear Sir: 


"Milk being cue of the most valua- 


ble of foodstuffs, the following sugges- 
tions are offered that it may be more 
general;;- used than at present and to 
prevent disease that is produced by 
dirty milk: — 


"The floors, walls and ceilings of 


the stable should be tight, walls and 
ceilings being kept free from cobwebs. 
There should be as few dust catching 
ledges and projections as possible. 


"Do net ailow_ nmsty^ orjdirty fitter 


or strong' smelling materiaf in the sta- 
ble. 
Manure should not lie stored 


near the stable, it is well to sprinkle 
the floor with air-slaked lime or land 
plaster daily. 


"Cans should not be taken into the 


stables to be refilled. 
Remove the 


milk cf each cow at once from the 
stable to a clean room and strain im- 
mediately. Canton flanrel or absorb- 
ent cotton makes a good strainer. The 
rniik should be cooled as soon as 
Ktrained. All milk houses should be 
screened from flies. 


"Milk utensils should be made of 


metal, with all joints Fmoothly sold- 
ered, or, should be made of stamped 
when possible, metal. Never allow 
utensils to be'-ome rusty or rough in- 
side. Use milk utensils for nothing 
but handling, storing or delivering 
the milk. 


"To clean dairy utensils use pure 


water only. First rinse utensils with 
cold water, then wash inside and out 
n hot water: then rinse again: ster- 
ilize with boiJing water or steam: then 
keep inverted in a clean place or ex- 
posed to the sun where no dirt can be 
ilown or dropped into them.

PENNSYLVANIA'S MEMORIAI 


The Lincoln Roadway Demands De- 


lay Until Its Fate Is Settled. 


The Gettysburg Battlefield Memorial 


Association under trie Act of 1907 are 
inviting designs for a monument to be 
erected by the State of Pennsylvania 
on the field of Gettysburg, in honor of 
her troops who fought there and for 
which the Legislature has appropri- 
ated §150,000. 


The invitation stipulates that while 


designs will be received from any per- 
son, the award of the work will only 
be made to an architect of good stand- 
ing, and the commission will pay $500 
for the best design. $350 for the sec- 
ond best and $150 for the third best 
selected, the commission in every case 
to be the sole judge. 


The "Monumental News" criticizes 


the invitation, saying, "The design for 
a monument of such importance calis 
for a decision as to its merits from 
men of known standing in architec- 
ture and sculpture, and the prizes 
should be sufficient in amount to in- 
duce high class competitors to oo-oper- 
ate. It is sincerely noped for the sake 
of American art that there is no 
foundation for the doubts which as- 
sail us on perusing the circular refer- 
red to." 


The situation has entirely changed 


since the commission met in Gettys- 
rarg months ago and Gettysburg peo-

The bill for the proposed Lincoln 


road from Washington to Gettysburg 
will be introduced into Congress when 
it assembles in December. That bill 
will become a law on the centenary 
of Lincoln, Feb. 12, 1909, or perhaps 
fail ever to become a law. The road- 
way idea has been recommended by 
one who was specially commissioned 
to study the subject. 
It has been ap- 


proved by the Lincoln Association, 
President Roosevelt and hundreds of 
papers all over the land. 


This situation imperatively demands 


recognition of the Gettysburg Battle- 
field Memorial Association and that 
nothing decisive be done by them un- 
til the fate of the Lincoln roadway is 
known. If it becomes a law, in less 
than six months, as all indications 
point to. then the memorial of Penn- 
sylvania should with the help of the 
greatest architects be appropriately 
placed with relation to the Gettysburg 
terminus. Such a situation might call 
for an amendment to the act of 1907.

and House of Representative* In General 
Assembly met, That the following: amend- 
ments to the Constitution of Pennsylva- 
nia be, and the same are hereby, pro- 
posed In accordance with tha eighteenth 
article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be amend- 


ed by striking out the said section and 
inuerting in place thereof the following: 


Section 6. In the counties of Philadel- 


phia and Allegheny all the jurisdiction 
and powers now vested in the several 
numbered courts of common pleas, shall 
be vested in one court of common plena 
In each of said counties, composed of all 
the judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and In 
equity which shall have been instituted 
In the several numbered courts, and shall 
be subject to such changes as may be 
made by l£w, and subject to change of 
venue as provided by law. Thp president 
judge of each of the said courts shall be 
selected as provided !«• law. The number 
of judges in pach of said courts may be, 
by law, increased from time to tini'i. This 
amendment shall take effect on the first 
Monday of January succeeding its adop- 
tion.

Section 8. The said courts In the coun- 


ties of Philadelphia and Allegheny re- 
spectively shall, from time to time, in 
turn, detail one or more of their judges 
to hold the courts of oyer and terminer 
and the courts of quarter sessions of the 
peace of said counties, in such manner aa 
may b* directed by law: Provided. That 
!n the county of Philadelphia the Genera! 
Assembly shall have power to establish 
a separate court, consisting of not more 
than four Judges, which shall have ex- 
clusive Jurisdiction in criminal cases and 
in such other matters as may be provid- 
ed by law.
